An American Citizen Who Does 
Not Like English Ways. 


— 


Imprisoned for Fourteen Months and Dis- 
charged Without a Trial--Daniel McSwyny 
Comes to America to Air His Grievances. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, May 12.—Daniel McSwyny, & 
naturalized American citizen who was ar- 
rested in Ireland in 1881 asa suspect and 
kept imprisoned for fourteen months with- 
out having been granted an examination or 
trial, arrived in this city on the steamer 
Pennsylvania. In conversation with a re- 
porter, he said: “I came to this country 
when a young man and became an American 
citizen, living and being in business here for 
twenty-five years. I was a resident of San 
Francisco, but my health broke down and I 
had to give up my 0business, On 
the advice of my physician, I took 
a trip to lreland, and, finding the change In 
the climate beneficial, 1 sent for my wife 
and family, intending to remain there until 
my health should be fuily restored. Believ- 
ing that I could at any time obtain the noney 
I paid for it, I bought a small freehold 
property and took up a temporary 

RESIDENCE IN DONEGAL. 
When the Land League was formed I took 
part in the movement and made a number of 
speeches, but always urged that we should 
keep within the Constitution and law. On 
June 2, 1831, | was arrested as a suspect un- 


der the coercion act. No _ crime 
was charged against me nor was 
Il given an examination or a _ trial. 


From my cell in Dundalk Jail I wrote to 
United States Minister Lowell, enclosing my 
certificate of naturalization and asking him 
to see that 1 should be released or brought to 
trial. UHeanswered that he would give his 
attention to the matter. Four months passed 
by and I heard no morefrom him. ‘Then I 
again wrote, and he replied Ahat it would be 
manifestly tutile for a naturalized citizen to 
claim exemption from the operation of the 
coercion act. Only in the case of a native- 
born American citizen could anappeal be 
made to the British Government and thenon- 
lv on the ground of courtesy. For fourteen 
mouths | remained a prisoner in the jail, 
spending eichteen out of every twenty-four 
hours in solitary coufinement in my ceil, and 
during that time the American Government 
never interfered in my behalf. All 1 asked 
was that I might know 
WHAT CRIME 

was alleged against me and that I should be 
brought to trial forit and be afforded the op- 
portunity to prove my innocence of any vio- 
lation of iaw. During my imprisonment I 
was offered money to pay the passage of my- 
selfand family to Americaif | would con- 
sent to leave the country. Ilrefused the offer 
and demanded that | shouid be tried. if 


guilty of any offense, or released 
unconditionally. Other attempts were 
made to induce me Lo con- 
sent to the offer, and when I 


persisted in my refusal they threatened to 
expel me from the country. Finally, after 
fourteen months’ imptisonmeént, I was -re- 
leased, on August 10, 1882, without any ex- 
planation ever having been given to me of 
the cause of my arrest.” 

“‘Have you made any speeches since your 
release ?”’ 

‘Yes, and, although 1 tried to keep within 
the constitution so far as one can where 
there is no constitution, they were 
STRONGER IN TONE AND LANGUAGE 
than I nad made before my arrest. 

*‘Do you intend remaining here now?” 


“No; 1 will only stay here acouple 
of months and then return to Ireland. 
I intend eventually to return here 
with my family. My property there I wish 


to sell if it is not confiscated.” 

‘Is there any danger of it being con- 
fiscated ?”’ 

“Every danger. One month before the 
passage of the crimes act a neighboring 
landlord, after removing everything froma 
barn, setiton fire and afterwards tried to 
have my property seized in payment of his 
exorbitant claim. One month later he 
would have succeeded. Very likely he will 
try it again.” 

“What is the object of your visit here 
now ?”

A MILLIONAIRE’S SUICIDE, 


Amasa Stone Shoots Himself Through 
the Heart at Cleveland, 


CLEVELAND, OnIo, May 12.—The sensa- 
tion occasioned by the suicide of. Amasa 
Stone, the retired millionaire and iron mag- 
nate of thiscity, at his homeon Euclid ave- 
nue yesterday afternoon, continues to fagi- 
tate all circles of society here. At just what 
hour the deed was committed cannot be sat-

Stone got up and_  =shortly afterwards 
went to the bath-room, where at 4 
o’clock he was found cold and 


dead witha bullet in his heart. Mr. Stone 
has suffered terribly from sleeplessness for 
several months past, and it is thought that 
he killed himself in a fit of temporary in- 
sanity resulting from this cause. The de- 
ceased Was born at Charlton, Mass., of Puri- 
tan parents. sixty-five years ago. He got his 
first start in life by building the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis 


Railroad. Afterwards he _ built the 
Lake Shore Road from Cleveland to 
Erie, which was placed under his 
superintendency. His only son, Adelbert 


a promising young man, was drowned in the 
Connecticut River while attending Yale Coi- 
lege several years ago.

From the Actor. 


Billy Tells the Story Under the Wildest Ex- 
citement—The Fellow Attempts to Victims

Plays like ‘The 
Black Flag,’ ‘The Lights o’ London,’ ‘The Ko 
many Rye’g and others have been. doing extremely 
well here and everywhere else. ‘Monte Cristo’ 
is doing a guod business for this part of the sea- 
sou. ILit had come earlier we would have turned 
people away.” 

“tow about comic opera?” 

“Comic opera has done nothing at all, consider- 
ing the expense necessary to put this kind of 
entertainment on the boards, It has played this 
season to alincst nothing. There has not beena 
comic opera company here this season which has 
more than cleared expenses.

Park, 43,300 gallons: in three engine houses, Nos. 
6, 9 and 12, ic is 10,200 galions; grand total 425.- 
758 gallons, The Commissioner States that the 


consumption of water for the Insane Asylum, the 


Poor-house and the Female Hospital is a little 
less than 85,000 ga:lons per day for the three in- 
stitutions named, being only about one quarter of 
the quantity for the three that is used per 
day at tlhe Four Courts. It is stated that 
the sewer connections of the Four Courts Buiid- 
ing are not Logaped, and that the water has to be 
kept running ail the time inorder thatthe in- 
mates may not be driven trom the bulldiug by the 
stench from the sewers. As a matter of compari- 
soh the Commissioner mentions that the per diem 
consumption of water at the four principal hotels 
is as follows: Southern, 71,000 gailous; Laclede, 
32,00; Planters’ House. 38,000, aud Lindell 62,000; 
total, 203,500 gallons, or 126,283 gallons less Ulan 
the Four Courts Building alone.

THE THOMPSON TRIAL. 


Teatimony as to Davis’ Relations with Mrs- 
Thompson —The Argument. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disvatch. 
HARRODSBURG Ky., May 12.—The trial of Phil. 
B. Thompson for the killing of Davis was re- 
sumed this morning. When court opened, the 


Judge decided that In the testimony of John 
Thompson, the witness on the stand, the state- 
ments made to him by Mrs. Piil Thompson. 
concerning matters prior to the tragedy, were not 
competent evidence,and coulda not be admitted, 
The Court further ruled that the witness, John 
B. Thompson, might testify as to what informa- 
tion he gave his brother Phil about the reiations 
of Mrs. Thompson and Davis. To this ruling the 
Commonwealth objected. The jury, whieh had 
retired during the argument, was recailed. The 
witness then stated that his protber’s wife was 
thirty-five years old and Davis twenty-eight years 
old. Mrs. Phil ‘thompson and Davis, the 
witness swore, were often in a Desotted condition, 
during the past two vears, and In that state, 
they frequently drove through the pubiie streets. 
The eross-examinauion was nuch protracted, with 
the view of breaking down the defense, as out- 
lined by D. W. Voorhees, of the terribie agitation 
of Phil. Thompson just before the killing. Among 
other things, the fact was brought out that Phil. 
Thompson, after he made the speech in court, 
surrendering himself up, afterwards wroie it out 
in full detail for a reporter, and that in this 
shape it was telegraphed all over the country. 
Voorhees and Blackburn are both very anxious 
that the testimony should be finished to-day, in 
order that the arguments may commence on 
Monday. 

The testimony: of James Schulyer, of the Gib- 
son House, that Davis stopped there November 
29, was taken. John Ryan, « porter at the Burnet 
House. testified that Phil. Thompson, on 
the 24th of April, stopped at the 
Burnett House. His baggage has been here all 
day. Hetook himto his room after midnight. 
He walked the hall till & He didn’t turn the 
bed cover down that night. He 
had his clothes on, hat and all, 
when he called the next morning. 
This is evidence as to the state of Thompson's 
mind. Miss Jessie Buckner was called. People 
fiocked to the Court-room, crowding it. Miss Buek- 
ner arrived and the testimony is aiready rested.

MAJOR WASSON. 


How the Paymaster’s Crime was 
Detected. 


—— 


An Officer who Robbed Himself—The Disgrace 
to a Brilliant Young Man. 


A gentieman connected with the army, who has 
just arrived from San Antonio, and who is famil 
iar with all of the inside facts of the recent 
detection of Major James R. Wasson, the 
United States paymaster, who has confessed tw 
robbing himself of $24.000 of Government money 
on the Texas Pacific Kailroad and to other defal- 
cations, gave tne following account of the 
matter. The narrative is interesting and 


discloses one of the keenest and 
shrewdest ieces of detective work on 
tue part of Col. C. M. Terrell, chief paymaster of 
the Texas department, ever accomplished. 
Major Wasson stood as bigh as any man in the 
army, and was stationed at Galveston as paymaster 
for that district. When the robbery Was committed 
he was making a pay tour outside of his district, 
having applied to Col Terrell for the privilege. It 
is supposed from this and the fact that he hada 
large sum of money at his command in his 
own district, that he Pad planned to getas 
much cash as possible in his poseseas and then 
decamp for partssinknown. This design, however, 
was frustrated: by Col. ;:Terrell’s shrewdness. 
When Maj. Wasson reported.the loss to headquar- 
ters there was not a svul bet belived his 
story, so hich did he stand in army circles. Col, 
Terrell, however, on an/ipspiration almost and as 
a matter of precaution.immediately went to work 
to examine Wasson’'s accounts and spent two days 
and nights in the hardest king of [bor In this 
examination he discovered ai: crepaie.cs and what 
appeared to be erasures chances in his stub book, 
one being the change of $5.00) to 830. His sus- 
picions were aroused at once that Major Wasson 
had robbed himself, but he did not say anything 
about it. A day or two afterwards he 
received a letter from Major Wasson giving 2n 
account of the robbery. In _ this letter 
he wrote: “I only remember waking up during 
the night, that the valise was still under iny head 
and that the moon was shining in my face.” 
Col. Terrell seized on this incident and, calcula- 
ingthe direction of the railway and the posi- 
tion of the moon, came to the 
conclusion that Wasson oecupied the 
south siue of the ear. He then remarked to 
General Auger that if asearch should be maae 
the valise of Wasson would be found, he thought, 
on the south side of the Texas Pacitic.lving near the 
track, Wilthenouch papers inittoidentifvit. When 
asearch Was tarde the prediction proved true, 
and the valise was found in that posiilon cut 
opel With a razor, and with a few papers remain- 
inginit. Col. Terrell’s theory Was that Wasson 
bad taken the money from the valise and had 
thrown iteut of the wiadow, and this cirenm- 
stance Only confirmed bis suspicion. Twe other 
cirtuinsiances that tended to make the 
matter more certam were that Wasson 
had drawn aoe? #10.060 on deposit In New York, 
for which he had ho use, and that he had taken 
with Lim more money than was needed to pay 
the troops. These suspicions were still Kept se- 
cret, and an order was sent to Maf. Wassow to re- 
port immediately to headquarters at San Aptlonio. 
Not suspecting that anything Was wrong, 
Wasson came ant Col Terretl told him 
that he wanted to go over his books wiih him, 
After baving all the money In his possession, ex- 
cept the stolen ainount, checked over to the Gov- 
ernment. Col. Terrell pointed out the dtscrepan- 
cies, and Wasson attempted to explain them, 
Col. Terrell] then asked hin why he had drawn out 
the New York money. 
“Oh,” sumd Wasson, “I have that in my field- 
safe.”’ 
Col. Terrell determined then to make a bold 
move, and, turning around to face Wasson, said 
in the presence oi the gentieman who tells the 
Story: 
“Major Wasson, we are going to take posses- 
sion of your office, peaceal.y if you consent, but 
if not with the whole force.’ 
Major Wasson hesitated in confusion, but, find- 
ing the game up, he put his hand in his 
= and _— vul a bunch of 
eysand said, “There Is no use golng any 
further, Colonel, Here are the keys. You will 
find the money jn the office.” He broke down 
compietely and- confessed the whole matter. 
W .Ss0h, was accounted one of 
the Most popular men in the army 
and was the pet of hot only the army 
eopl® Ih) Texas, but of a large circle of frienas. 
No ne would belleve him guiltv until his own 
confession compelled them to acceptit. He was 
the youngest man in his rank, and was in the line 
of promotion to the highest rank, When Adjt.- 
Gen. Vineent came into the room and 
attempted to read the form of ar- 
rest he wis unable to do £0 
from emotion, but burst luto tears. Wasson was 
looked upon as generous and chivalrous and it 
was characteristic of him when Capt. Hickey, 
of the Fourth Cavalry, a classniate of hh, offered 
to shake hands with him after his disgrace that 
Wasson waved him away saylog: “No, I cannot 
permit you to be disgraced by shaking hands 
with such as I.” 

Major Wasson’s career has been a brilliant one 
up to the time of his disgrace. He enlisted asa 
private from Iowa during the war, and served 
with auch distinction that he was given an ap- 
pointment to West Point, where he graduated 
with the highest honors. While there he was 
the most intimate friend of Fred Grant, and 
was credited with coaching him through. After 
serving for awhile, he resigned a second lieuten- 
antship to goto Japan as chief tnmstructor ina 
military schooiat a salary of 85000. There he 
married 2 daughter of Gen. Bingham, Minister to 
Japan, and on his return to this country was ap- 


pointed Paymaster through the influence 
of Gen. Grant. He has recently 
had a splendid offer from the 


Japaneese Government te take charge of another 
school. He was prodignl with bis money, but the 
chief cause of. his ruin is attributed to gambilog, 
as he is said to have lost heavily at poker in Gal- 
veston.

James Mead 
saw Elliott in Clayton's place some time 
hefore the shooting. He was leaning against the 
bar. his left hand in his pocket, and when a man 
entered trom the outside door he drew a reyolver. 
Witness afterwards found Dunn and informed 
him Elliott was looking for him, Dunn replied 
he knew it, and they walked away to avoid him. 
The same witness also asserted he hada conver- 
sation with ‘“‘Appetite Bill” Langdon after the 
shooting. The latter declared the affair had 
ruined the business of the Tivoll Nestaurant, and 
he proposed to “down” Dunn. Walter Wilhams 
Thomas Newman and George Hoffman testitied 
two Elliott's having been ta Clayton’s place look- 
ing for Dunn and uttering threats that he would 
shoot the jatter on sight. 

Alt the conciusion of the testimony of these 
witnesses the court adjourned till Monday fore- 
novn.

FORENOON SESSION. 

There Is one country grain dealer who takes a 
bearish view of the situation in wheat. This is 
W. A. McNees, of Sedalia, Mo., and his ideas, as 
conveyed in a letter toa St. Louis firm, read so 
reasonably, they are given here: “This is a little 
prediction. Talk is cheap, but figures don’t lie. 
Before the 15th of September next you will buy 
wheat in St. Louis at $1 per bu.; before the 15th 
of June you will buy corn at 48¢ per bu. Reasons: 
We have in sight over 20,000.000 bu. of wheat, and 
in farmers’ hands 50,000,000 bu., allowing 10 per 
cent of iast year’s crop, and I believe reliable au- 
thorities claim that. For six weeks receipts of 
wheat have been light, yet the large stocks are 
but slightly diminished. We also have a large 
amount of flour that can’t be sold at a price equiva- 
lent to present prices of wheat by 10c per bushel. 
Al the outside, two mouths will throw piles of 
new wheat on the market. If good old wheat is a 
drug at $1 13% to $1 10, what will new wheat be 
worth when nobody seems to want any? I tell 
you the time is not far away when we will be glad 
to get $1 for our wheat, even if we only 
have a halfcrop, and it will make a three- 
fourths crop.”——A yrain shipper, located at a 
point not far from St. Louis, was on the floor to- 
day and showed to this reporter contracts he 
held with farmers in his section, wherein they 
agreed to deliver the wheat they raised this year 
at the price of $i per bushel, the wheat to be de- 
livered by them so it could be readily shipped. 
Several of these contracts read that the wheat 
must be equal to grade No. 2 before this price 
should be paid.——J. J. Miller, of Brunswick, 


Mo., who has been traveling through Missouri, 
Kansas and lilinois, says that from his personal 
observation the crops he saw will not promise an 
average of over 50 percent. He also says that 
there is not much old wheat left in farmers’ 
hands, 

—Stewart & Smith, of Stockton, Cal., write R. 
S. MeCormick & Co. thatone of the heaviest rains 
ever experienced during the month of May feil on 
the 6th and 6th. It was general throughout the 
State. Itis possible the north Winds may injure 
the wheat, bul they believe the season is too far 
advanced to fear any danger, and think they will 
have fully an average crop. “With favorabie 
weather will make forty to fifty million bush- 
eis wheat this season.”’—Stock of wheat 
in St. Louis is 6556 bu larger to-day 
than last Saturday: withdrawals from elevator 
for week were 44.748 bu. for milling and 51.799 bu.

FLOGGING. 

A community in which the law bas been 
invoked to prevent the flogging of brute 
beasts has been astonished within the past 
few days by a judicial decision which goes 
beyond the affirmation of the rightto flog 
children as established by law, and bases the 
defense of flogging on the laws of nature. A 
thousand indignant protests have gone up 


against the sentiment of the decision and 
against the law which it affirmed, and itis 


very likely that the decision which was in- | 


tended to support the practice of flogging 
will lead, instead, to its abolition. 

This ought to be the result, and speedily. 
Flogging is a relic of barbarism wholly out 
of place in civilized society, and the same ar- 
guments which attempt todefend it now were 
at one time used in defense of all kinds of 
cruelties which have happily been abolished. 
It was once popularly supposed that expe- 
rience of cruelty in boyhood developed a 
hardy and vigorous manhood, but we have 
gotten over that stupid delusion. It was 
once supposed that flogging in the army 
made good soldiers, and that flogging in the 
navy was indispensable to good discipline, 
but these notions are now obsolete, and 
modern humanity declares that even among 
the convicts in the Penitentiary the lash 
does more harm than good; that it brutalizes 
and degrades still further the miserable vic- 
tims on whom it is used. 

The slave has been taken from under the 
lash, the soldier and the seaman are pro 
tected from its brutality, the dumb beasts 
have found friends to protect them 
from physical cruelty, but the last ones 
to find justice and protection are the lit- 
tle children. It is still assumed that 
a punishment which is not tolerated in 
the case of hardened criminals is essential to 
the control and formation of character in the 
ease of school-boys. This is a proposition 
which ean not stand the test of being stated, 
and the sooner the days of flogging are num- 
bered the better. 
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WHITE-WINGED PEACE. 

At its meeting last night the City Council 
receded from that fixed and stern purpose 
which was expresed in the “Delenda est 
Carthago” formula that “the slate must be 
smashed,’”’ and it confirmed the nominations 
of five of the District Assessors. ‘This is a 
tacit renunciation of the ferocious intentions 
which have been attributed to the solid 
seven, and it will be welcomed as a declara- 
tion that the nominations sent in by the 
Mayor will be considered on their merits and 
the offices filled according to considerations 
of public utility. 

It ts hardly worth while to discuss the 
merits of the quarrel which has hitherto 
obstructed the intention of our city char- 
ter. There has at no time been any question 
of principle involved in it, and it has been 
merely personal. Whether we regard it as 
an attempt on the part of the Council to ob- 
tain control of the appointive power, or as 
the result of a grudge over rejected sug- 
gestions, or as a quarrel over the leadership 
of the Council, the quarrel has been one in 
which the people had no part and in which 
their public interests were not regarded. 
All they wish in the matteris to have the 
quarrel end as quickly as possible.

PRIVATE WATCHMEN. 


The Board of Police Commission- 
ers Regulating Them. 


An Important Adjunct to the Regular City 
Police Force, 


In the recent discoveries made in the office 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, at- 
tention was called to the loose management 
of the force of private warchman employed at 
various points about the city. It was re 
solved to entirely change the system, as the 
private watchmen are in reality apart of 
the metropolitan force and are counted 
on in all emergencies. To-day the 
captains of the various districts reported 


all the private watchmen empioyed about 
the city, the names of the employers and lo- 
cality in which they do duty. ‘They number 
about 150, exciusive of men employed 
in responsibie places inside of 
large business houses and stores 
at night, who do not come into 
the class reguluted by law. The large ma- 
jority of these acronycal guardians of prop- 
erty are employed by down town firms 
patroliing the business iocaiities through 
the night, though many walk beats in the 
residence portion of tne city. Vice-Presi- 
dent Kerwin of the board to-day outlined 
the changes that were proposed. 

“This matter, it appears, has been but 
poorly attended to, and | was not aware of 
it until a few meetings ago. The board, on 
an application from the employer, issues a 
liceuse and a badge, and the private 
Watchman leaves a -deposit of $2 BO 
with the Secretary. ‘Lhis sum is, of course, 
to be returned to him when he returns the 
badge to the board. Shortly after 1 was 
elected Vice-President I found that it was a 
very common thing with the proprietors of 
gardens and piaces of amusement to 
hire @& man and send him to 
the board for license and badge if his ap- 
pointment was approved of. It appears it 
was the practice of many of these employers 
to pay the employe $2 5v for his badge and 
license, and discharge him from their ser- 
vice at their pleasure, employing new 
men on the old license, and _ givin 
them the badge. Now, this is no way 0 
managing this matter at all. We propose 
now now to get the name, address, name of 
employer, No. of badge and piace of employ- 
ment of every private watchman in the city. 
All the licenses will be revoked and the hail- 
moons collected. We iliave several designs 
for new badges under consideration, and 
will probably select an elliptical-shaped Ger- 
man silver design. It was intended that 
they should be under the immediate super- 
vision of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, and this is what 
we now propose doing. They will all 
he registered regulariy at the headquarters 
and more attention paid to the subject.” 

A few months ago Albert J. Stiles, the 
private detection, proposed organizing a 
merchants’ patrol force which was to take 
the place of the private watchmen at present 
independently employed. ‘This force it was 
intended should be under the command of 
Stiles himself, and was to be paid for by 
subscription. The system is now in vogue 
in Chicago, where it is operated by one 
of the Pinkertons with considerable profit. 
For reasons which were not made public ast 
the time the board refused to give their ap- 


the scheme accordingly fell through. 
In addition to the 150 _ __—s private 
watchmen who patrol beats’ there 
are nearly 100 men employed in stores at 
night, which with the 2uv regular police offi- 
cers that make the rounds nightly makesa 
nocturwalguard of nearly 500 men looking 
after the welfare of life and property. 
Several of the private watchmen in Central 
Police District have done some exceilent 
work since their appointment. Among 
many that might be mentianed are Private 
Watchmen Gumersell, O’Connell jand 
Keliy, each of whom has made a oumber 
of important arrests and been instrumeutal 
in recovering and saving a large amount of 


property.

Peculiarities of Some of the Operators 
on ’Change-—Dave Francls. 


The engrossing subject of conversation 
among grain speculators on ’Change at the 
present time I findis the crops. The condi 
tion of wheat, the acreage planted and the 
prospects are themes upon which the major- 
ity of the speculators are never tired of des- 
canting. It must be amusing to the horny- 
handed granger who finds himseif in the 
crowd, and listens to the opinions advanced 
of a set of men, a great many of whom 
hardly know one kind of grain from another 
and some of whom, perhaps, never saw grain 
growing in the field. Jim Murphy, of Pinck- 
neyviille, Lil., lately sent up several samples 
of rye as specimens of the wheat growing in 
his section, and no one on the floor got on to 
jit until Junot, of Highland, Iil., a grain 
shipperand farmer, came on ’Change and 
aller seeing the samples ex posed the 
deceit, Junot won a V from Oswald Graves, 
who was confident it was wheat. And last 
year A. Emig, Jr.. of Trenton, LL, sent in 
what he called a double-jointed head of 
wheat to J. ©. Ewald, and the present Presi- 
dent of the Exchange proudly exhibited the 
sample as a wonderful -pec.men oflast year’s 
growth of wheat. President Ewald was 
somewhat chagrined when he learned that 
two heads of wheat had been dexterously 
spliced together and palimed off on him asa 
new departure in wheat taising.

Ir 18 @ Very easy matter to see how any 
one of the grain men stand on the market. 
If the crop is ruined in their estimation it is 
safe to bet that they are long, and if they 
believe an average crop will be raised, they 
are sure to be short. Now, there is Jve 
Matthews, who has a fine crop of wheat 
growing in his hot-house at Kirkwood; he 
swears by al! that is good and great that this 
year’s crop will surpass that of last year. 
Rolla Billingsley, on the contrary, who has 
been out of the city since wheat was planted, 


believes justas firmly that wheat stopped 
growing three months ago. Capt. Joe Nan- 
son, Billingsley’s partner, has roamed around 
the country a good deal this spring and he 
takes a very favorable view of the crop pros- 
pects. The boys say that when any of this 
firm’s customers want to sell they go to Capt. 
Joe, and when they want to buy they goto 
Billing-ley, and this “kinder ekalizes mat- 
ters,”’ as Dan Young used to say. Ed. Switz- 
erappears to be one of the operators who has 
not yet wade up his mind whether there 1s 
oris nota crop of wheat. When the market 
declines he is confident the cropis a good one 
and when the market advances he velleves 
the crop is ruined. Ona rapidly fluctuating 
market, they say, his changes of opinion can 
only be compared to those of a woman select- 
ing her spring bonnet froma varied assort- 
ment, all of the latesi style. Then there is 
John White, who was a rampant bull until 
wheat struck about $112. ‘Then he soid out 
in order to let the market deciine 80 he could 
buy some more foran advance. Tve price 
didn’t get that low again and he got so mad 
that he turned a bear aud wou’'t beiieve now 
that wheat is worth a dollar.

ABOUT the only practical farmer on the 
flooris Dave Francis. At any rate, if he is 
not a practical farmer he ought to be, for he 


owns an interest in a crop of wheat growing 


on a@ farm in Lllinois. Early this year a 
granger came in from some near-by point in 
Illinois, and after loudly proclaiming that 
his crop of wheat was ruined, offered to sell 
his crop as it stood on the field for $60.

D. R. Francia, by the way, is one of the 
shining lights of the Exchange, and an ex- 
ample of what a young man can do who has 
the necessary “git up and git.”

MAIDEN MEDICOS. 


The Homeopathic College Disbars 
Ladies F'rom Its Lectures.

Interviews With Various Physicians~-=Co- 
Education of the Sexes--A, Medical College 
for Women to be Erected in the Fall. 


— 


One direction in which a large amount of 
the energy of the so-called strong-minded 
women has been expended, in seeking a po- 
sition of entire equality with the lords of 
creation, has been toward the admission of 
the sex to the halls of learning on the same 
basis on which male applicants stand. It is 
not sufficient to satisfy the more radical ele- 
ment of woman’s rights, adherents that col- 
leges should be established especially for 
women, with advantages for the acquisition 


of khowledge equal in every way to those 
enjoyed by men. They appear to look upon 
this as begging the question, as a plan to put 
them ata side tuble and feed them on the 
crumbs that happen to fall in their direction 
from the banquet board of knowledge. They 
demand that they be permitted to sit at the 
same table, or, soto speak, to draw their 
mental nourishment from the same pap bot- 
tle that supplies their brothers and un- 
cles and other male relatives. This 
only can satisfy their yearnings for perfect 
equality, and can vindicate the principles 
for which they are battling. There are fow 
institutions of learning in this couutry and 
in Europe at whose doors their clamoring 
and knocking for admission has not been 
heard. Not only have the _ colleges 
and universities of several  teach- 
ing been assailed, but all the special 
branches of knowledge, medicine, 
law, philosophy, etc. A number of colleges 
have given favorable responses to such peti- 
tiens. Others have only half way respond- 
ed, as Harvard, where an annex has been 
established for the education of aspiring 
young ladies. Others again, of a@ more con- 
servative character, firmly and decidedly re- 
tuse to open their dvuors. 

COLUMBIA COLLEGE, 
New York, lias been the chief point of recent 
attack, and the refusal of the directors to 
admit women has pot cooled the ardor of the 
advocates of the sex, as late telegraphic ad- 
vices indicate that another attempt will be 
made in the same direction ‘The effects, 
advantages and disadvantages of general 
coeducation and association of the 
sexes in institutions of learning have 
been argued exhaustively proand con, and 
there are even twucoucilusions drawn from 
the experiences of those who have tried it. 
But the hottest contest, on account of the 
nature of the studies, has been waged over 
the coeducation of the sexesin the medical 
colleges, not especiaily as to whether women 
are suited for the study and practice of medi- 
cine, but whether itis admissible for men 
and women to be associated in lectures, 
clinics and the work of the dissecting-rooms, 
inany contending that such association tends 
to the deterioration of both in a broad moral 
point of view, while the other side claims 
that all moral considerations are lost in the 
love and investigation of  scientitic 
subjects, placing it on the same basis as men 
and women together studying the nude in 
art. ‘The clamor for admission has been the 
more urgent because opportunities for 
women to pursue the study have been limit- 
ed outside of male colleges, onjaccount of the 
lack of distinctively female medical col- 
leges. 

Only one medical institution in this city 
has ever yielded to the demand and opened 
its doors to women students—that is the 

HOMEOPATHIC MEDICAL COLLEGE, 
which is situated at Tenth and Carf streets. 
This institution opened its doors to women 
as long ago as 1869 or 1870, and 
since that time has had a corps of female 
stuaents every year; Dut at a meeting of the 
faculty held near the close of the past ses- 
sion a resolution was unanimously adopted 
by the Board of Directors and faculty, ex- 
cluding female students hereafter from 
the college. The rule was to 
go into effect the coming year with respect 
to all new applicants, but those who had al- 
ready matriculated will be permitted to finish 
the course. At the last meeting of the 
Woman’s Suffrage Association the fact was 
commented on severely and a committee ap- 
pointed to take proper action on the mat- 


ter. 

With a view to discovering the reasons 
which actuated the facuity in thus changing 
its rule after a practical test of over ten years 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter called on sever 
physicians connected with the institution. 

DR. W. A. EDMONDS, 

the present dean of the faculty, was first 
seen at his residence. Dr. Dean disclaimed 
any intention of conveying the idea that he 
or the other members of the facuity meant 
to discourage the medical education of wo- 
men in the proper Way, but he did not think 
the coeducation of men and women the 
proper method. The experiment had been a 
failure as far as his college was concerned. 

‘The reason,” said he, *‘on which we base 
our action is that the association of the two 
sexes in many branches of study necessary 
to a medical education is inconvenient and 
mortifying to both sexes. many clinics 
where illustrations of subjects of a delicate 
nature between the sexes must be used in 
the person of a male or femaie patient,a mixed 
class composed of men and women makes it 


em and inconvenient for the pro- 
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fessor and embarrassing, inconvenient and 
hurtful tothe students of both sexes. It 
tends to their moral deterioration and 
breaks down the reserve which should al- 
ways exist between the sexes on such mat- 
ters to preserve mutual respect. 

“Do you mean to say that it tends to ac- 
tual immorality?” asked the reporter. 

“No, Ido not say that exactly. Ido not mean 
to say that a man or a Woman may not pass 
through such experiences and yet pre- 
serve their moral integrity, but I 
do say that their moral tone 
is lowered by such association and that 
it tends to blunt and destroy the proper mod- 
esty, delicacy and sensibility which should 
exist between the sexes. A man who 1s as- 
sociated with the opposite sex inthe exam- 
ination and investigation of such subjects 
loses the delicate regard and veneration for 
women that he may have possessed 
before. The woman, too, cannot but 
have her modesty and delicacy shocked. 
The inconvenience attending coeducation Is 
one of the chief objections. Naturally both 
students and professors desire entire free- 
dom to discuss all subjects under considera- 
tion, but when the classes are mixed there is 
necessarily a restraint that is very objec- 
tionable. The men object more strongly 
than the women, and there has been consid- 
erable dissatisfaction among our male stu- 
dents; 80 we concluded to exclude lady stu- 
dents. 1 do not object to the medical educa- 
tionof women. I believe init and would 
-gladly coGperate in any plan to help them, 
but I think there should be colleges far 
women exclusively to accomplish the ob- 
ject.” 

“Is this gotes on the part of the college 
managers final ?”’ 

“Ye ; air, it is final. Weshall not recon- 
sider it, we are almosta unit on the sub- 
ject.” 

DR. G. 8. WALKER, 
whom Dr. Edmonds succeeded as dean about 
a year ago, was next interviewed. Dr. Wal- 
ker was inclined to be very reticent, but said 
that he did not agree with Dr. Edmonds as to 
the ipconvepience or illeffects of medical 
coeducation. He had: not noticed in his ex- 
perience anything of the kind and thought 
the comptaints of male students that there 
was restraint were nut actuated by any very 
guod motives. He thougut there was no im- 
propriety or harmin the association of the 
sexes in medical studies. 
DR. W. C. RICHARDSON, 
a former dean of the college, and at present 
Professor of Obstetrics aad Female Diseases, 
was found at his office. Dr. Richardson said 
he was absent at the mecting of the faculty 
when the resolution referred to was passed, 
and declared that if he had been present he 
should have opposed it. as he saw no obje@- 
io coeducalion. 

. “The fact is,” continued the Doctor, “‘there 
has been unpleasantness during the past 
year, between some of tne male and female 
students. They got to quarreling for some 
cause and there has been Constant trouble, 
which has annoyed the faculty, and this fact 
and the fact that some of them find it em- 
barrassing to lecture to mixed classes have 
induced thei to exclude women. 

“What has been your experience In lec- 
turing to men and women together? 
“Ali favoravle. I have a very delicate 
have never found any 
inconvenience or restraint or evil ef- 
fects resulting from it. have 
never experienced any trouble.

Chat With Lieutenant Very of the U. S. Navy 
--His Experiences on the Astronomical 
Tripto Patagonia. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 10.—Lieutenant 
Samuel ery, of the United States Navy, 
who was sent by the Navy Department to 
observe the transit of Venus from a station 
in Patagonia, South America, has returned. 
His was the most difficult point to reach and 
his tagk, perhaps, the most difficult of those 
assignéd to any of the observing parties. 
The country to which he was to go wasa 
wild one, and the means of reaching it very 
difficult. He was obliged to go by London 
to get satisfactory transportation there, and 
to return by the same route. The party con- 
sisted of Lieut. Very, as chief astronomer, 
Mr. O. B. Wheeler, of Detroit, asdgistant, 
Wm. Bell, of Philadelphia, chief photograph- 
er, and Irvin Stanley, assistant. The Lieu- 
tenant brought back with him one-third of 
the photographs taken in the ovservation, 
the whole number taken having 
been divided into three lots and 
sent by different routes so that in case 
of accident no more than a part of them 
should be lost. Your correspondent found 
Lieut. Very at his rooms to-day, having 
gotten off his sea legs after his long voyage, 
and ready to report upon his trip. “Of 
course there are some features of the work 
that I cannot tell about,” he said, “‘for the 
results are too important to make public 
through other than the official channel. But 
the general features of the trip I can give 
you if you care for them.”’ 

“Your trip has been already reported a 
complete success so far as the observations 
were concerned, Lieacenant?” 

“Yes, it was quite so. We were very much 
afraid that we should lose the result of all 
our labors, for we had a great deal of cloudy 
weather just before the transit occurred, and 
even on that morning the sky was clouded 
and the atmosphere hazy. By 7:30, however, 
the clouds began to weaken, a half hour 
later the sun shone out dimly, and as the day 
advanced the weather so improved.that when 
it was time to take up the station for the 
first contact the weather was almost entirely 
clear. All four of the contacts were ob- 


served by myself with the large equatorial— 
by Mr. Wheeler with the smaller one.” 

‘And your photographs?” 

“We took 224 vhotographs during the 
transit, with acontinuous improvement in 
the result. By sunset, however, the weath- 
er changed again and we did not see the sun 
again for several days.” 

“How extremely fortunate that the’ clear 
day should have come on the 6th of Decem- 
ber. You must have felt pretty nervous 
about the night of the 5th, when you had 
had nothing but clouds for several days.” 

“Well, not especially so. I have had so 
many experiences of this kind thatI have 
learned to take things philosophically. My 
first experience in this work wasin the far 
North years ago, where our attempt was an 
entire failure, the clouds preventing our 
making a single observation of the eciipses 
which calied us thither.” ___

LONDON LIFE, 


English and American Children Con- 
trasted by Robert Laird Collier. 
London Cor. Chicago Tribune. 

At the Hyde Park end of Piccadilly and 
then stretching away for miles in Kensing- 
ton are the town-houses of the great and 
powerful, In these families the yearly 
expenditure is from four to twenty thousand 
pounds. The manner of living is the most 
refined as well as the most luxurious that 
this world has ever known. 

For the most part these homes are very 
plain externall¥, some of them of the sim- 
— construction of the common ugly block 

ricks. Others are plastered and painted a 
modified whité. But the inside of these 
houses is the home of comfort and wealth of 
appointment. Ina house of from twelve to 
twenty rooms there would be as may serv- 
ants. Inasmali establishment there would 
be always a butier, cook, housekeeper, lady’s 


lery-maid, coachman, footman, hallman and 
page. Where there are small children there 
would be a governess, and where there are 
youths there would be a tutor. 

These servants are perfectly trained in 
their work, their morals and their manners. 
Each has his or her work. It is precisely 
detined and, asa rule, conscientiously done. 

In the smallest families no man-servant is 
under six feet in height, and from page-boy 
up is selected for his capacity first, but good 
luoks and fine figure are requisites. ‘These 
lackeys are in luminous attire. In the noble 
families, of course, the livery is peculiar to 
the house. 

ENGLISH CHILDREN AND GOOD BREEDING. 

The English are a handsome race. ‘There 
are the evidences of many generations of 
good blood and good breeding. What splen- 
did physiques the nfen have! What perfect 
complexions the women have! ‘The humid, 
soft climate of England has much to do, very 
much to do, with the superb health of the 
nation. But there are otber factors that are 
very potential in this resuit. 

English children are trained to consider 
health a prime consideration in life, and 


ful children long beyond the age when most 
American children would be the masters and 
mistresses of the household. Undutifulness 
in an lnglish child is a heinous sin, and 
brings remorse, and usually sincere peni- 
tence. ‘Lill youths are outinthe world for 
themselves they consider themselves subject 
to the law ef the family, and unguestioning 
obedience for them is that law. It is almost 
unknown in a well-ordered English home for 
achild to even express a Wish exceptina 
negative form, aud never to “answer back.” 
This training explains not only the mighty 
self-conirol, the phenomenal reserve power 
and the universal self-respect of the English 
people, but it is the very foundation of their 
superb and abounding health.

food for health’s sake. It is the rule in 
many families for the children to breakfast 
with the adult members of the family and to 
dress for dinner and come to the table for 
the dessert. In this case it is very charming 
tv see the youths of both sexes come into the 
dining-rooim, greet the guests with sweetest 
jimplicity, stand about the chairs of the 
Sather and mother and take such dessert as 
is passed to them. 
PRETTY GIRLS. 

No wonder the old Pope, seeing a lot of 
English children near the Vatican in Rome, 
said one day: ‘“They are not English, they 
are angels.”” The English girls in Hyde 
Park, in saddle, in carriage, or on foot, are 
the loveliest creatures on earth. No paint, 
no powder, no primping. Sweet in their 
simplicity, modest as fawns, and yet with 
moral strength to remove mountains. These 
Engiish girls are not graceiui, as either 
French or American would count graceful- 
ness. Their waistsare notin tight corsets, 
nor are their feet in tight shoes. These 
abominations tothem are in the category 
with paint, powder and primping—they are 
yulgar, for vulgar minds and breeding. 

The present writer has, on one occasion, 
counted thirty-nine clear, beautiful complex- 
ions out of forty that casually passed. Asa 
rule English women, especially of the upper 
classes, would, seven out of every ten, have 
brilliant and in every way beautiful com- 
plexions. Of course most English girls of 
these classes are blonde. They are always 
@imply attired, and few unmarried English 
women wear jewelry of any description. No 
English children are ever seen with jewelry 
upon their persons. American children are 
more conspicuous in London, by reason of 
their pronounced manners and adult-dress- 
ing, than are their parents, as they walk Re- 
gent street or Piceadilly, or dine in the great 
hotels. Boys of fifteen and sixteen in En- 
gland wear the garments suited to their age. 
if not working lads, if the -sons of gen- 
tlemen, they usually wear the Eton 
jacket and broad collar... It is in 
striking contrast to their boyish dress 
and bearing to meet an American 
youth of the same age with coat, standing 
collar, billy-cock hat, scarf and pin, and 
rings on his. fingers. Perhaps’ these are 
small matters, and perhaps they are very 
momentous matters. Itis not the question 
alone of what a child may wear, but it is the 
deep and vital question of spirit and tem- 
per beneath the garments. In all! lands and 
ages there have been distinctions made ia 
the attire suitable to children and that suita- 
ble toadults. America is doing away with 
these distinctions in the outward symbols, 
because Americans are doing away very rap- 
idly with the thing signified. ‘his one testi- 
mony is borne by all travelers in American: 
‘*There are no American children. The chil 
dren are all men and women.” They are 
overestimulated by their habits of publicity, 
scciety, diet, dressing, and unguarded read- 
ing habits. 

Lhe writer knows instances of American 
boys coming to England to enter the public 
schools or colleges at the age of fifteen whose 
academic work was not equal to that of En- 
glish boys of ten or twelve. but who had read 
all the dime novels that flood the railroad 
stations and news-stands of America,

GREATER THAN GOULD. — 


Fifteen Thousand Miles of Railroad Un- 
der the Control of One Man. 


Last night a party road managers 
were discussing the Vanderbilt and Gould 
management of railroads, when Hon. ‘Thomas 
Drummond, United States Circuit Judge, 

assed by. Said one of the party, @ success- 

ul railroad President: ‘““There goes @ <r 
who for years managed more miles 0 
railroad than Vanderbilt and Gould ther, 
and gave greater attention to the details of 
their financial operation than either of the 
railroad kings, and his management has in 
all cases been successful.” 

The great work of Judge Drummond, 
which has impressed itself upon the judicial 
history of the country, has been done since 
he went upon the circuit bench. The panic 
of 1873 swept over the West like a simoom 
and wrecked railroads in common with every 
other expanded interest which had sprung 
itito life under the inflation which followed 
the war. By the middie of 1876 nearly 16,000 
miles of railroad which were in _ whole or 
mainly in his circuit passed into the hands 
of receivers appoin by Judge Drummond, 
and this vast interest represented over 
$300,000,000 in bonds and nearly twice 
that amount in stocks. Every one of these 
receivers made their detailed reports of their 
financial and operating actions directly to 
Judge Drummond, and upon every act of 
theirs he had to give bis approval.. In this 
way he gave more attention to the actual de- 
tails of their operation than Mr. Vanderbilt 
or Mr. Gould ever did, and yet he eontrolled 
as many miles of road as did both of the 
ey Se kings with a large slice from 

om Scott’s roads. 

These roads were wrecked when the court 
took them, and the almost superhuman 
amount of labor necessary to save the prop- 
erty and make it of any value to the credit- 
ors had tobe done by this one man, who 
marked out the policy of each one of his 
managers, and, though their interests often 
conflicted, his policy was so wise that it 
saved every one of them. Not a pound of 
iron or any improvement or betterment 
could be put on one of the roads without his 
order, and, while he had selected the best 
— men, he never varied from his de- 
iberate judgment as to what action was best 
for each line. 

It would seem that this vast work, greater 
than any other man has ever performed 
alone, would have been all that one could 
have done in a lifetime, yet he did it in less 
than seven years, and while he was _ doing it 
he discharged all the other duties of his cir- 
cuit; andin that time he did more to shape 
the policy of courts in managing railroads in 
the hands of receivers and in determining 
the rights of creditors than any other Judge 
inthe country. When the strikes of 187% 
stopped the operation of nearly every rail- 
road in the West they included several of 
those in Judge Drummond’s court. To deal 
with the men who had invaded the rights 
and authority of the court was a delicate 
task, yet the judge did it with so much jus- 
tice that even the strikers did not complain 
of his sentences. And his reasoning in decid- 
ing the cases in this State and Iljinois was 
so profound that every recent writer on the 
relations between railroads and their em- 
ployes and the relations of botb tothe pub- 
tic have quoted him. In all cases he has held 
that the claims of themen who operate and 
care for the property of creditors ofa rail- 
road are a first jieu, and must be paid before 
any other debis. '

HUGE BOUNTIES. 


How England Rewards Her Successful 
Military Commanders. 
From the London Times. 


The last of the perpetual pensions now in 
operation was one of £2,000, granted in 1816 
for the services of Lord Exmouth. In the 
same year Parliament expressed its sense of 
the great and brilliant, services rendered by 
the Duke of Wellington by conferring upon 
the Duke a pension of £4,000, to be_ contin- 
ued for two Jives after his own. The sum 
of £700,000 was also voted forthe purchase 
and laying out of the estate of Strathfield- 
say. For thirty years afterward no pension 
was granted for military or naval services. 
The first of such pensions granted during 
the reign of Queen Victoria and now in op- 
eration were those granted in 1846 to Lord 
Gough and Lord Hardinge. Sir Robert Peel 
in explaining the proposals said that 
the Government originally recommended 
a pension of £3,000 a yea attached 
to Lord Hardinge’s title, to continue for 
three lives, anda pension. of £2,000 a year 
for the same duration to Lord Gough. But 
as the East India Company had signified to 
the Crown that they wished to reward bya 
personal grant of £5,000 per annum the two 
noble and gallant lords for their services it 
was deemed desirable that the two pensions 
from the State should be equal—viz., £2,000 
each. The next case arose in connection 
with the Crimean war. In 1855, after the 
death of Lord Raglan, Government brought 
forward a proposition for a pension of £2,000, 
to be extended over two lives. On that 
occasion very similar arguments to those 
lately heard in the House of Commons were 
adduced by Mr. Williams. ‘The honorable 
gentleman said he did not object to that 

art of the bill which referred to Lady 
taglan, but he thought it was 
highly objectionable to tax posterity for an 
annuity for the second Lord Ragian. If any- 
thing was to be done for thhat young noble- 
man it ought to be in the shape ofa sum of 
money paid by the present generation. Mr. 
Williams also complained that the reward 
for Lord Raglan’s services exceeded the pen- 
sions confirmed on very distinguished offi- 
cers who had rendered great services to 
their country. Lord Rodney, for example, 
only obtained £2,000 a year, and the same 
sum was granted to the descendants of Lord 
Nelson, while Lord Gough was only 
in receipt of ‘£1,000 per annum. 
The bill, however, was not formaliy 
opposed, and it was unanimously passed by 
both houses. The next and last instance 
during the present reign, until the proposals 
now pending, arose in connection with the 
Abyssinian war, in 1868.

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OUR FIRST RAILROADS. 


Reminiscences of the Early Devel- 
opment of Illinois and Missouri.

The Ohio and Mississippi—The Missouri Pa- 
cific—Changing Gauges—The Gasconade 


Horror. 


From “Notes Taken in Sixty Years,” by R. 8. Elliott, 
. . of St. Louis.) : 


It was in 1851, Angust or September, if | 
recollect rightly, that a party of gentlemen 
were ferfied over the river from St. Louis, 
and in the sylvan shades about Cahokia 
Creek met two way-worn. but cheerful, pil- 
grims who had on horseback crossed the 
State of Illinois from the classic shores of 
the Wabash, where the oid Harrison man- 
sion, dear to memory as once the residence 
of the hero of Tippecanoe, was yet standing 
in the.city of Vincennes. These pilgrims 
were volunteers on a mission of public in- 
terest. ‘They had believed that but few 
physical obstacles existed to prevent the 
easy building of a railroad from Vincennes 
to St. Louis, and had made the toilsome 
journey over the prairies, then but sparsely 
settled, to find confirmation of their belief. 
They knew that the line between Vincennes 
and Cincinnati was difficult, but not imprac- 
ticable, and if they could report an easy 
route from Vincennes to St. Louis, that fact 
would encourage the builders of the Cincin- 
nati line, by presenting the prospect of an 
early extension to the Mississippi- They 
also wished to confer witn the leading and 
solid men of St. Louis in regard to ways and 
means of building the road. 

There was another important matter: per- 
mission to cross Illinois with a railroad. 
That Commonwealth had then a “State 
policy,” which meant that railroads should 
be so arranged as to build up cities within 
her own borders. Easy to get a charter to 
build a railroad terminating at Alton, for 
example; buta road to terminate opposite 
St. Louis, and thus of necessity help to build 
upa foreign city—that was quite another 


matter. 
Conforming to the customs of the time, we 


met the pilgrims with ice water and other 
refreshments for travel-worn men, and we 
had toasts and speeches under the trees. 
Their exploring journey had a blaze of en- 
thusiasm at the end of it, and as some wind- 
work used to be essential to the starting of 
any important enterprise, they had the satis- 
faction of knowing that a goodly share of it 
was done on that happy occasion. The scene is 


but dim in memory now, but I would rather 
have a true picture of that reception of the 

ilgrims in the kindly umbarge of the 

ahokia trees (even without the toasts and 
TH than a dozen full-length pictures 
of William Penn in his grand historical act 
of peechasing the empire of Pennsylvania 
from the Indians, at his own figure, free of 
all competition. 

The two pilgrims were Judge Abner T. 
Ellis, of Vincennes, and Prof. O. M. 
Mitchell, of Cincinnati, and their reception 
on the other side of the river was the first 

ublic meeting, so far as I can recollect, ever 
bela to aid in starting the line of rails 
across Illinois now known as the Ohio and 
Mississippi Railroad. I note the pilgrimage 
of these intelligent and excellent gentlemen 
as an interesting incident in the early history 
of railroad building, and to put on record 
for their descendants the fact that they were 
the first to take practical steps towards the 
building of the road. ; 

The people of Illinois soon gave up their 
restrictive pelicy, laid aside their Chinese 
pigtails and were ready to let anybody build 
railroads who had the money todo it, let them 
terminate where they might. A charter was 
granted to the Ohio and Mississppi Railroad, 
work was begun and St. Louis had to help. 
At the suggestion of Isaac H. Sturgeon the 
City Council subscribed $500,000 to the stock 
of the company, and there were also many 
large private subscriptions. Soon after the 
city subscription Mr. Sturgeon, then a State 
Senator, effected the passage of an act of the 
Legislature authorizing the county of St. 
Louis to subscribe $200,000. We all thus 
aided to begin work on what we very proper- 
ly ne would be a great road, with its 

auge of six feet, and leading to the opulent

During the construction of the line the 
banking-house of Page & Bacon, having ad- 
vaneed heavily to the company, found them- 
selves obliged to carry the entire load, but, 
with wonderful fortitude and perseverance 
under calamitous circumstances, they con- 
tinued the work, completing the track to the 
Wabash. The completion was celebrated by 
an excursion from St. Louis to Vincennes, 
July 4, 1855. in we had toasts and 
speeches, but on the shores of the Wabash, 
and not on those of Cahokia Creek, which 
we had left 150 miles behind us. It was a 
memorable occasion, not only as noting a 
great achievement against adver influ. 
ences, butas the inauguration of an Eastern 
outlet by rail for St. Louis. 

In this grand work of connecting St. Louis 
directly with the Eastern railroad system, 
one re was conspicuous beyond all oth- 
erse—Henry D. Bacon, With the codpera- 
tion of Daniel D. Page (one of the best citi- 
zens St. Louis ever had, and whose memory 
is held in honor), and of Thomas Brown, 
now cashier of the Bank of California, Mr. 
Bacon managed the financial concerns of the 
railroad company, giving his great abilities 
to the work, inspiring all with confidence, 
and by his energy, faith and labor compel- 

success. 

other very prominent figure was Daniel 
R. Garrison, who, in addition to other he! p- 
ful work, devoted his personal energies ‘‘in 
the field” to the duty of getting the ties and 
rails in place, and making all things ready 
for the actual Opening of the line for busi- 
ness, The services of Mr. Garrison were 
never appreciated by the public for whose 
interests he labored 80 efficiently, and, like 
the services of Mr. Page, Mr. Bacon and Mr. 
Brown, probably never will be. The worid 
can’t pause to think of men who acted a 
good part nearly thirt yoare ago. 

The good works of Henry D. Bacon for 
St. Louis are not limited to the Ohio and 
Mississippi Railroad. A charch edifice cost- 
ing $72,000 and a large subscription to the 
Mercantile Library Hall, essential to its 
construction, were among his benefactions. 
But these things are knowg only toa few 
old stagers. To the present people of St. 
Louis Page and Bacon are almost as un- 
known as if they had never existed. For a 
score of years past the home of Mr. Bacon 
has been on the Pacific side, and there, as 
here, he seems to have lived for the genera! 

ood. In August, issl, **The Bacon Art and 
Vibrary Building” was dedicated as part 
of the University of California, Mr. Bacon 
having contributed a large sum to the 
edifice, and also presented to the university 
his choice collection of works of art, sculp- 
tures and paintings, and a library of several 
thousand volumes, comprising standard and 
miscellaneous works of highclass ‘Lhe Art 
liall in California will preserve the name of 
this eminent citizen. He ranks with the 
otber men of grand ideas whose acts had 
made the history of California illustrious 
before she had completed her third decade. 

The principal orator at Our Celebration in 
Vineennes was Edward Bates. JHis statue 
is in Forest Park, placed there by personal 
friends; but soon, when the visitor is told 
thatitis the statue of Mr. Bates, he wil! 
say: “Bates! Who washe?” But Edward 
Bates did not work for immortality. Only 
for the welfare of all around him, and fo; 
his country. The growing generation are 
fortunate, perhaps, in never haying heard 


any of his speeches, as they can all the bet- 

ter enjoy those they are likely to hear as 
time rolls on, The pressis destroying ora- 
tory. as itis so hard for the speaker, win- 
ning as his manner may be, to say anything 
new, ; 

Another St. Louis railroad had an opening 
celebration in 1855, not ending as happily as 
that of the Ohio and Mississippi. A division 
of the Pacific Railroad from Hermann to 
Jefferson.

But, though deat 
was present, perhapscertain, there was no 
fear of it, nor any of that inconcetvably 
rapid review of past life said to present It- 
self to the minds of persons drowning or 
being hanged, and I have since believed that 
dying is not the painful and distressing pro- 
cess we axe apt to suppose it to be. The 
next thought was of water, suggested by the 
fizzing of the locomotive, which had fallen in 
the edge of the stream; but a glance through 
the window rested on land. The flashes of 
thought I have noted must have been almost 
instantaneous. Except the fizzing of the 
engine, there was a moment of dead silence, 
save the patter of the rain on the roof of 
the car, and then cries and groans to rend 
the heart. | 

The car I was in had gone down, after 
passing the abutment, and rested sloping to 
the left side on dry ground; and another 
car lapped on the front half of ours, crush- 
ing to death fourteen persons, Dr. Bullard, 
Mr. Dayton, and others of the best_citizens 
of St. Lou among.the number. I had in 
the earlier part of the day occupied a seat 
forward of the middle of the car, and T,_ 
linquished it to a friend who came On at 
Washington, Elisha B. Jeffries, who was 
killed. My politeness led to his death. Hud- 
son k. Bridge, then president of the road, 
was On the locomotive, as was also Thos: S. 
O’Sullivan, the chief engineer. who had sue- 
ceeded James P. Kirkwood in that office. 
Mr. O’Sullivan was crushed beneath the 
locomotive; but Mr. Bridge escaped, and was 
saved for many years of usefulness. Thirty- 
one persons in all were killed and a great 
many wounded, 

he Pacific Railroad didn’t reach the west 
line of the State till ten years later, 1865. On 
the western stretch of the road the same 
abilities and energies which had in 1855 been 
effectively exerted to push through the Ohio 
and Mississippi Railroad were by seme 
strange good fortune enlisted on behalf of 
the Missouri Pacific. Daniel R. Garrison, in 
the midst of difficulties and of: the actual 
perils of a state of war, which in these 
peaceful days can hardly be imagined, com- 
pleted the road to Kansas City. “A few years 
later Mr. Garrison surmounted a great diffi- 
culty in a way entirely original. The gauge 
of the :Missouri Pacific was five and a half 
feet, and the question was, how to change it 
without stopping the business of the road? 

Columbus set the egg on end, and then ev- 
erybody knew how to doit. Mr. Garrison’s 
plan was s0 simple that we al! 
wondered why we had not 
thought of it before. He changed the entire 
line, and had it ready for the cars in twelve 
hours! Men wete placed on the track. from 
end to end, to drive the inner row of spikes 
for the new gauge (one rail to be left undis- 
turbed), and then early one morning the old 
inner spikes were drawn, simultaneously 
almost, along the whole line—the rail was 
moved over and spiked in place! It was 
done on the Fourth of July, and the aet was 
worthy of the day. Engines and cars of the 
proper gauge having been provided, the road 
was again in operation with the loss of less 
thana day. Two hundred and eichty-three 
miles of track had been redueed froma 
gauge of five feet six inches to the standard 
gauge of four feet eight and a half inches. 

I recollect no business man of St. Louis as 
opposed to the old gauge, except myself. | 
held that George Stephenson’s gange would 
do all the business, and that a wider guuge 
was only useless outlay in construction and 
operation. Denounced as an old fogy, I held 
on, and time for once proved me right. Cu- 
riously enough, the five feet six inch gauge 
had been adopted on the theory that no 
bridge would ever cross the Mississippi, and 
that we could have a gauge of our own! 
This only a third of a century ago. 

Subsequently, the Ohio and Mississippi 
track, originally six feet, was changed ina 
day tothe standard gauge. “Old Dan” (as 
we call him, through revard rather than ir- 
reverence, and because there is another 
**Dan,”’ his nephew), had shown how the 
thing could be done. Brune! built the Great 
Western from London to Bristol with seven 
feet gauge. The New Yorkand Erie and the 
Ohio and Mississippi tried six feet, but no 
one now wants a wider track than the stand- 
ard, and thousands of miles of three-foot 
gauge are already built. So we @re learning. 
Ask Gen. W. J. Palmer or Gov. A, C. Hunt, 
of the Denver and Rio Grande, or our own 
Col. J. W. Paramore, of the St. Louis and 
Texas road, heading for Laredo. Eads will, 
I suppose, have a gauge of twenty-five or 
thirty feet for his Tehuantepee Ship Rail- 
road, but he will have more than two rails, 
and when his road is built and transporting 
4,000-ton ships from sea to sea, as will surely 
come to pass, we will all again think of 
Columbus and the egg.

LITERARY EXCURSIONS. 


Lord Herbert of Cherbury—The Quixote 
of Philosophers.

If men get name for some one virtue, then 
What man art thou, that ask so Many men, 
All-virtuous Herbert! On whose every part 
Truth might spend all her voice, fame all her art, 
Whether thy learning they would take, or wit, 
Or valor, or thy judgment seasoning it, 
Thy standing upright to thyself, thy ends 
Like straight, thy piety to God ana friends? 
Their later praise would still the greatest be, 
And yet they all together less than thee. 


The impartial muse of a Ben Jonson, 
surely lavished such unstinted praise on no 
common character, and yet but few are con- 
versant with the writings, or even with the 
name of its recipient, Edward, Lord Herbert 
of Cherbury, one who stood in the first rank 
of the soldiers, historians and philosophers 


of his age. 
Of his works, that which excited the most 


interest in his ownday was his treatise 
“De Veritate,” by which he earned 
the title of the “Father of Deism.” 
The precursor of Shaftesbury, Bolingbroke 
Voltaire, Rousseau, Diderot and the whole 
fraternity of encyclopedists, he was, how- 
ever, distinguished for his ardent and some- 
what mystical piety. »sDenying Revelation 
and appealing to reason as the sole basis of 
all religion, he founded a school which either 
entirely rejected a personal Deity or rele- 
gated him to a ~ om distinct and apart 
from thatin which man moves and has his 
being. But Lord Herbert stopped far short 
of such coneiusions. Whilst he reiected the 
divine origin of Christianity, be maintained 
that a belief in certain truths was incumbent 
upon every sane intellect. These truths, 
which he claimed to be universally received 
by mankind, he reduced to five articles: 1. 
That there is one supreme God. 2. That He 
is to be worshiped. 3. That virtue is the 
principal part of His worship.««’ That we 
must repent of our sins. 5. That there are 
rewards and punishments both here and 
hereafter. 

It was in view of this creed that Channing 
considered Lord Herbert as a good Unitar- 
ian. 

That his work was of considerable force 
may be inferred from the character of those 
who attempted its refutation. - Of these 
Locke, Leland, Baxter, Gasscudi and Haly- 
burton will well repay the attentioa of any 
who are curious, in a controversy which has 
been superseded by others far more vital in 
their import. 

He also wrote a history of Henry VIIL, 
which ranks with Bacon’s Life of Henry 
Vil. But of ail his literary offspring his 
autobiography will, we think, contribute 
most to the preserving of his memory. His 
ingenuous egotism readily permits us to de- 
tect his weaknesses, but we love him rather 
for his faults than iu spite of them, whils: 
his undoubted valor, sound judgment and 
upright principles go far to make us concur 
in Ben Jonson’s eulogy. 

li we add to this that these memOirs bring 
before us “the veryage and body of the 
time, his form and pressure’ in a manner 
unsurpassed by any contemporary, we shall 
have said enough to engage the attention of 
the reader to our brief account of this most 
interesting work. 

We can gather from the account Lord Her- 
bert gives of his own education and from 
his recommendations to his posterity, the 
course of study then deemed suitable for 
persons of gentle blood. It was broad 
enough to satisty the most exigent of mod- 
ern educators einbracing all culture, physi- 
cai moral and intellectual. 

The systemis applied from infancy, for 
we are told: ‘And tirst[ tind that in infan- 
cy those diseases are to be remedied which 
may be hereditary to them on either side, 
so that if they be subject to the stone or 
gravel I do conceive it will be good for the 
nurse sometimes to drink posset drinks in 
which are boiled such things as are good to 
expel gravel or stone.” 

Ata later period the pupil is to be taught 
riding the ‘*Great Horse” (the war-horse), 
fencing, dancing, leaping. wrestling and 
vaulting on horseback. As for himself he 
never learned swimming. ‘My mother, 
upon her blessing, charged me never to learn 
swimming, telling me farther that she had 
heard of more drowned than saved by it.” 

A tribute is paid to the national weapon. 
‘*‘| do much approve, likewise, of shooting in 
the long-bow, as. being both a heaithful ex- 
ercise and useful! for the wars, notwithstand- 
ing all that our firemen speak against it, for, 
bring a hundred achers against so many 
musketeers, and, say if the archer comes 
within his distance, he will not only make 
two shots but two hits to one.” 

if we are to believe Neade, a celebrated 
bowman of the time of Charies L, this state- 
ment is not exaggerated, for he claims that 
the ordinary range of the bow was from six- 
teen totwenty score yards, and that an 
archer conid shoot six arrows to one dis- 
charge from a musket. 

‘The classics, mathematics, botany, medi- 
cine, anatomy, logic and moral philosophy 
are considered sufiicient for the developmeut 
of the intellect, whilst a special tutor will 
have charge of the morals and deportment 
of the youthful student. We are aiso told: 
**I do not conceive yet the knowledge of ju- 
dicial astrology so necessary, but only for 
general predictions, particular events being 
neither intended by nor collected from the 
stars.” 

Lord Herbert was married at the age 
of tifteen to his cousin, Mary, six years older 
than himself, and after his studies at Ux- 
ford were completed he took up his resi- 
deuce in Londen, where on King James’ ac- 
cession he was created a Knight of tie Bath, 
taking the vath to remedy ail injustice, and 
“to rightany ladies or gentlewomen that 
shall be wronged in their nonor.”’ 

Our good Knight scrupulously observed this 
Oath, as the following incident shows: ‘The 
third that. I questioned in this kind was a 
Scotch gentleman,who, taking a rivband from 
Mrs. Middlemvre, a maid of honor, in a bac« 
room behind Queen Anne's lodgings in Green- 
wich, she desired me to get her the riband.: 
I repaired to him in acvurteous manner to 
demand it, but he refusing, | caught him by 
the neck and had almost thrown him down 
When company came in and paried us.”’ 

His valor, as well as the chivairic spirit 
then prevailingin warfare, may be appreciat- 
ed by this extract fromhis accountof the 
siege of juliers in the low countries: 

“Une day Sir Edward Cecil and myself 
coming to the approaches that Mon- 
sieur de Baigny had made 
towards a bulwark vr bastion 
of that city, Monsieur de Balagny, in the 
presence of divers English and French Cap- 
tains, then present, said: “They say you are 
one of the brayest of your nation; lam 
Balagny, iet us see who will do best;’ where- 
upon leaping suddenly out of the trenches 
with his sword drawn, I didin like manner 
as suddenly follow him, both of us in the 
meanwhile striving who should be foremost, 
which being perceived by those of the bul- 
wark and cortine opposite to us, 300 or 400 
shot at least, great and small, were made 
agaiost us. When Monsieur Balagny, finding 
such a storm of bullets, saia: ‘By God, it is 
very hot here,’ 1 answered briefly thus: 
‘You snall go first, or else 1 will never go.’ 
Hereupon he ran with all speed, and some- 
what crouching towards the trenches, 1 fol- 
lowed after leisurely and upright, and 
yet came within the trenches be- 
fore they om the buiwark or cortine 
could charge again, which passage after- 
ward, being related to the Prince of Orange, 
he said it was a strange bravado of Balagny, 
and that we went to an unavoidable death. 

The following touching incident gives us a 
glumpse of the ravages of war and woman’s 
kindness. 

“It was now twilight when the count and 
I came near a solitary innon the tup of a 
mountain.

She presently, knowing the Count, told him:

My answer was: ‘God forbid I should take 
away the milk from the child I see in thy 
arms; howbeit I shall take it all my life for 
the greatest piece of charity that ever 1 
heard of.’ Our hero was gifted with a 
rare appreciation of his own gee qualities, 
whether of mind or person. ereis one of 
many ingenuous confessions: ‘It is well- 
known to those that waitin my chamber 
that the shirts, waisteoats and other gar- 
ments I wear next to my body are sweet be- 
yond what either easily can be believed, or 
hath been observed in any one else, which 
sweetness also was found to be in my 
breath above others.’

Sir John Ayres by this time 
likewise Was got up, standing betWeen me 
and some part of Whitehall, with two men 
ou each side of him and his brother behind 
him, with at least twenty or thirty of his 
personal friends or attendants of the Earl of 
Sutfoik.

From a London Paper, 

Already murmurs are heard in many quar- 
ters that the season is foredoomedito failure; 
that it has begun badly, and that society is 
in a disagreeable and ill-humored condition, 
most unfavorable to the due performance 
and adequate enjoyment of the seasons rites. 
If this is true, it is to be attributed partly to 
purely transient agencies. Society is honey- 
combed by rivalries of every kind, and its 
competitions .are increfsingly tinged with 
yersonal acrimony. Its limits, moreover, 
Save been so wideiy extended, and its com- 
position has become so mixed, that the dis- 
cipline which was possible when it was a 
more compact structure is out of 
the question. It is controlled by 
no 
which a _ single dominating authority 
might accomplish. Every lady of any means 
or station aspires to be a social queen, and 
claims for her edicts the same weight as be- 
longs to those of any other of society’s soy- 
ere:gns. The prerogatives of these various 
potentates are perpetually coming into mutu- 
al collision; and the conseyuence is that the 
polite World is broken up into sections and 
schisms, and is continually subject to a dis- 
integrating process which is fatal to comfort 
or pleasure. Society, moreover, is divided 
ana disturbed by an immense and increasing 
number of personal ditlerences, partisan- 
ships and seandals. ‘Lhe disquieting infiu- 
ence of these unhappily covers a large area. 
Often, when they might be thought absolutely 
non-existent, the smothered fires break out, 
and a whole drawing-room is lighted by the 
flame of controversy. Society does in- 
deed, agree to sink its political difterences. 
Ladies and gentlemen who go out to evening 
parties appear successively, within an hour 
or two, at houses identified with the most 
opposite faiths. From the neutral ground

ROBBERS ROBBED. 
The Wealthy Mistresses of Tweed’s old 
New York Ring. 
New York Cor. Cincinna‘i Enquirer. 

I asked my informant what had become of 
Mr. T'weed’s mistress, whose name I need 
not give, as all who know it will not require 
it and those who do not know need not. 

Said he: ** She is living with her sister ata 
small townon the shores of Long Island 
Sound, not far from New York, where she 
has a handsome home, very nicely furnished 
and arranged, with horses, carriages, etc. 
She got about $1,000,000 from Mr. Tweed 
while he was still flush, and has undoubtedly 
kept a considerable portion of it. Her sister, 
who lives with her, was at one time the 
mistress of a very important leader and pub- 
lic officer in New York. The twomen were 
entirely unaware, though they were doing 
business with each other every day, that 
their mistresses were sisters. Each had 
given his mistress a house. The other per- 
son had a family by the sister of Tweed’s 
lady. He lived on Thirty-fourth street with 
a legitimate familyin one house anda few 
blocks distant was his illegitimate family. 
That other person still goes to see his old 
mistress at the mutual home of the two 
sisters, but poor ‘weed, he lost his liberty 
and life through his mistress—died of ap- 
prehension and ennui in jail.” 

*-Who were those mistresses?” 

‘*They were the daugiters of an old gam- 
bler named Moore,as I understand. About 
pe J years ago a fine-looking, gentee) gam- 
bier in New York was a nove. ty, and Moure 
was of this kind. He was a live, handsome, 
shapely man of accomplished address. You 
know Ransom, a gambler now in New York? 
Well, he was as good-looking a man as 
Ransom in his best days. About this time 
the fashionable street of ‘New York was 
Bleecker, and a great promenade was from 
Bleec ker street down to Prince. I frequent- 
ly saw in those days two beautiful wo- 
men, superior in appearance to any women 
on Broadway. Inquiring who they were, I 
was told they were Movre’s daughters. 
Both married, and, being much pursued and 
a little off-color from their parentage, they 
became the mistresses of two great leaders 
in the ring, one of whom, however, 
never was prosecuted, if, indeed, he was 
ever guilty.” 

** You *old me,” said I, “‘ that Tweed lost 
his liberty through his mistress. 

“ Yes, he was deepiy enamored of her. 
Tweed had a gross animal nature, and this 
woman when he met her was in the ma- 
turity of her beauty. Sheis now probably 
about forty years of age or more. When 
the ring burstup in 1871 Tweed was tried 
once or twice and not convicted, through 
setting up the qury. ete., but information was 
obtained that Henry Clinton and the other 
Jawyers in the prosecution, all acting 
under the direction of Charjes O’Conor, 
meant to try him again and again trnm 
county to county till they got him con- 
victed. He went to California at one time, 
and was notified there to leave the country. 
He said: ‘No; he would come back and face 
it.’ His mistress really brought him back to 
New York. At lasthe became seriously 
alarmed and was ready to go away, but he 
wanted his mistress to goalong. Sherefused 
to leave New York. She way have had a 
lover of her own here. At any rate, she did 
Bot go, and Tweed had not the strength of 
mind, nor even the strength of fear, to go 
without her. So they pounced on him, put 
him in a suit of stripes, gave him that awful! 
term on Blackweil’s Isiand, which took the 
heart from him, and finally, after his flight 
and return, he died.”’

THE DIXIE CORSET. 


Wonderful Defensive Armor Examined 
by the British War Oflice. 
From the New York Times. 


Lady Florence Dixie has written a letter 
denouncing as atrocious calumnies the recent 
stories impugning her veracity, and refuting 
them in a way entirely satisfactory to her- 
self. Henceforth no one will have the least 
doubt that Lady Florence was attacked by 
two men who wore themselves out in efforts 
to stab her, and therefore early fell victims 
to the avenging dog, who, in order to avoid 
scandal, devoured not only the men, but even 
their knives. The only omission which Lady 
Fiorcnce has made in her eloquent and ex- 
hausiive letter is her failure to mention 
where she precures her corsets and of what 
material they are made. Had she frankly 
furnished this information she would have 
conferred an immense favor, not only upon 
the Czar of Russia, but upon the entire civil- 
ized and fighting world. As it is, the Brit- 
ish Government is alouein the possession of 
the secret, and Will of course, monopolize it 
for the use of the Cabinet and the army.
